A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must t>e made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement v^th the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.1 11, 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademart^ Office is unnecessary.

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or daims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Fomn will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it indudes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to indude, all of the applicable items required below concerning the - 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The examiner contacts applicant representative's Stoycho D. 
Draganoff to request a correction of informality of above claims, the discussion with newly found reference and 
discussion of double patenting rejection with patent and co-pending applications with same inventors. During the 
discussion, applicants pointed out that BETTELS does not teach or suggest one or more features of Claim 1 . For 
example, BETTELS does not teach, describe, or suggest the feature of Claim 1 of a first relationship defined for the 
first concept and an alternative concept of the first plurality of corresponding concepts, where the first relationship 
includes an attribute indicating the alternative concept is one of a synonym for the first concept, an acronym for the first 
concept, and a translation into a different language than a language of the first name corresponding to the first 
concept. The Examiner agreed that the subject matter of Claim 1 distinguishes over BETTELS... In addition, during 
the interview the Examiner articulated a non-statutory obviousness-type double-patenting rejection of Claim 1 of the 
present application over Claim 1 of U.S. Patent No. 7,007,018. which issued on February 28. 2006 from U.S. Patent 
Application Serial No. 09/823,819 (Attorney Docket No. 50325-0528). and a non-statutory obviousness-type double- 
patenting rejection of Claim 1 of the present application over Claim 1 of U.S. Patent No. 6,983,288. which issued on 
January 3, 2006 from U.S. Patent Application Serial No. 09/925.204 (Attorney Docket No. 50325-0531). Although the 
Applicants disagreed as to the basis of the above double-patenting rejections, in order to further the prosecution of the 
present application the Applicants agreed to submit terminal disclaimers to overcome the above double-patenting 
rejections. The examiner agrees with Stoycho the argument is over come Bettel. Stoycho also agrees with the 
changes with the Examiner Amendment and file two terminal disclaimers to overcome the double patenting rejections. 
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
